A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or teleplione interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 ,135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Examiner proposed amending independent claim 1 to require 
simultaneously generating two annular laser beams from two separate laser energy sources, the beams being 
controllably redirected by a parabolic mirror to simultaneously weld a polymeric material to a catheter tube at two 
separate locations as shown in figure 13 of the specification in order to place the application in condition for 
allowance. Mr Babcock agreed. Mombo-Caristan was cited by Examiner showing a laser beam which is redirected by a 
parabolic mirror to provide a focused band of beam spot as shown for instance in figure 15. Examiner also suggested 
for Counsel to cancel renumbered claims 36-37 in Paper No. 14 to obviate a potential problem of introducing New 
Matter and also to cancel redundant claims 31-35 submitted in Paper No. 13. Mr. Babcock agreed and indicated that a 
supplemental amendment will be submitted via fax.
